Agawam residents should vote yes and named just a 
few of the projects that are in the works for the town. 

LaRiviere said by voting yes on the ballot question 
regarding the CPA act, a one-percent surcharge will 
be imposed on property taxes only, including residen¬ 
tial, commercial, and industrial properties. 

"The money will go into a fund in Agawam and will 
be matched with a state fund, LaRiviere said. 
"Collectively, we will have a money pool in Agawam 
and the town will control the purpose in which the 
money is spent, while examining the needs of the 
community.” 

Agawam's Housing Authority member Kathryn 
Custa explained that the average property tax bill in 
the town of Agawam is approximately $1,687.00 per 
year, and one percent of that figure is $16.87. 

“That is less than $20 per year!" Custa said. 

Custa said voting yes on this law will enable afford¬ 
able housing, as well as enable taxpayers to control 
where their money goes and to preserve Agawam and 
Feeding Hills. 

“This first gives voters the opportunity to control 
their tax dollars for contributions towards affordable 
housing for seniors and preservation for open land 
and historical sites," Custa said. “Voting yes is vital to 
the community and Ifs our duty to take care of our 
predecessors.” 

Custa went on to say that by voting yes. this will 
allow for more affordable senior housing in the Town 
of Agawam. “There are approximately 6,000 seniors 
and only 191 housing units to assist seniors," Custa 
said. “The senior population is expanding, and we 
need to take care of our veterans because they are 
priceless." 

“We want to make the public aware that this ballot 
question is positive for the town,” LaRiviere said. “This 
will also allow the town to acquire open space."

better educate the towns regarding the CPA ballot 
question. 

“Some towns have not accepted this question; 
however, 31 towns have accepted this ballot question 
so far. Agawam residents who vote yes will also help 
the town maintain their farms,” Kozlowski said. 

“Agawam has a number of farms which can be 
helped by residents who vote yes on the CPA ballot 
question," he added. Federico said there are many 
projects on the table for the town; for example, the 
School Street Property is in the developmental stages 
as a recreation site in Agawam. 

“This project alone costs money and by voting yes 
on the ballot question, this gives us the opportunity to 
lessen the cost of the project through the use of 
matching funds by the state," Federico said. 

This will also allow the School Street Project to 
have a shorter developmental phase, since the funds

Board of Appeals, the Conservation Commission, the 
Liquor Commission, and the Board of Health. These 
Boards operate autonomously, are well versed in their 
duties and responsibilities, and they do an outstand¬ 
ing Job. The Mayor’s interference or attempt to influ¬ 
ence these Boards is a violation of the Massachusetts 
State EtKics Laws. However, the Mayor is certainly 
entitled to his/her opinion, and may express such 
opinion as he/she deems in the best interest of the 
community. 

As Mayor, I have stated my opinion on many of the 
issues and projects in the Town of Agawam, and I 
have made it the policy of this administration to work 
with groups and individuals upon their request, to 
solve problems and address issues as quickly and 
efficiently as possible, within the limits of the law. 

The Mayor is not the Special Permit Granting 
Authority in the Town of Agawam. The Agawam 
Zoning Board of Appeals makes all decisions relative 
to Special Permits within the Town of Agawam. The 
Mayor, as well as the City Council, must rely upon the 
various Boards and Commissions to do their job and 
allow due process of law. When called upon to do so, 
the Agawam Law Department represents the various 
Town of Agawam Boards and Commissions, including 
the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
The Agawam Law Department cannot represent spe¬ 
cial interest groups, even when the Mayor or City 
Council agree with and support the position of the 
special Interest group. To do so would constitute a 
conflict of interest. 

Another issue mentioned in the guest editorial was 
the lack of an ambulance in Feeding Hills. As Mayor, 

I have been working extremely hard to locate one of 
our ambulances at the Feeding Hills Fire Station on a 
permanent basis. Perhaps the most important part of 
the process Involves negotiating with the Firefighters 
Union in accordance with the collective bargaining 
process. I am pleased to inform you that an agree¬ 
ment to operate an ambulance from the Feeding Hills 
Fire Station, while maintaining the ambulance from 
Fire Headquarters, has been reached by the Mayor 
and Local, 1973 Firefighters Union. Beginning 
October 14. 2001, an ambulance will operate from 
both the Feeding Hills Fire Station and Fire 
Headquarters to better serve the people of Agawam.

^^Buddy Walk 2001” proves very successful

Susan Lucia of Agawam, Buddy Walk Organizer, 
was thrilled by the response this year to the incredible 
welcome from the Town of Agawam. 

She told us, "It is my absolute pleasure to organize 
this Buddy Walk for Western Massachusetts. Western 
Massachusetts families and I would like to thank 
everyone for their support by coming out and taking 
part in the Fourth Annual Buddy Walk." 

The Buddy Walk’s purpose is to raise money and 
awareness about Down Syndrome, including those 
individuals who are diagnosed and relatives and 
friends whose lives are affected because of Down 
Syndrome. 

On September 8th, individuals with Down 
Syndrome joined their families, friends, and the 
Western Massachusetts community for the walk, 
which started at Agawam High School and ended 
there, followed by a raffle held in the high school cafe¬ 
teria. 

"Last year, the walk brought approximately 300 
walkers,” said Mrs. Lucia. “But Buddy Walk 2001 had 
over 600 walkers!” 


Information was placed on tables in the Agawam High 
parking lot to educate the community about the poten¬ 
tial of people with Down Syndrome. Down Syndrome 
is a chromosomal abnormality affecting more than 
350,000 people In the United States. Chromosomes 
contain the directions that tell the human body how to 
grow. These directions tell what color the eyes and 
hair should be. how big the nose should grow, and 
whether the individual will be a good singer. 
Thousands of other aspects of the person are 
instructed by the chromosomes, too. 

Mrs. Lucia continued, “When a person has an extra 
chromosome, it confuses their body’s directions a lit¬ 
tle. That’s why people with Down syndrome look a lit¬ 
tle different and have to try harder to learn. Nobody 
knows why some babies are born with Down 
Syndrome, but we know that it is nobody’s fault. 
People who have Down Syndrome possess a wide 
degree of abilities and are active participants in the 
educational, occupational, social, and recreational 
activities in our community." 

Research and medical advances have greatly 
enhanced the health of people with this syndrome. 


Most of the health problems related to the disorder are 
now treatable. 

To kick off the Buddy Walk, Matt Runge, legislative 
aide from State Representative Daniel Keenan’s 
office, presented a proclamation from the House of 
Representatives, designating the month of October as 
“National Down Syndrome Awareness Month." 

After the Buddy Walk, a raffle was held that cleared 
over $400. That money, plus over $500 that was 
cleared selling pins, will go toward books about Down 
Syndrome. Mrs. Lucia told us. 

Mrs. Lucia recognized and thanked those who 
helped, supported, or sponsored this event. "Western 
Massachusetts would like to thank all of our families, 
friends, and sponsors for their generous contributions, 
which ultimately allowed this walk to happen. Several 
sponsors allowed us to provide free t-shirts to all par¬ 
ticipants.

The Sacred Heart Band of Sacred Heart Church in 
Feeding Hills consists of approximately 42 members 
and. according to Band Director John Lennon, they 
provide music for the elderly, veterans, and other 
town organizations on a volunteer basis.

Program Coordinator Linda Lennon said she works 
closely with parishioners Teresa and Herb Holl to 
make sure the band can continue to play for local 
communities, as well as plan fundraisers for future 
performances. 

The band started with donations from the parish, 
and they organize and participate in fundraisers on a 
regular basis to raise money needed to keep the band 
functioning, said Mrs. Holl, who acts as business 
manager. 

“The first major fundraiser the band held was a 
Spaghetti Dinner Concert last year, where we 
received donations," Mrs.Holl added. “Other fundrais¬ 
ers included a car wash, bake sale, and a tag sale." 

The members of the Sacred Heart Band realize the 
importance of raising money and they are a great 
group of kids, Mrs. Holl noted. 

The band has played previously at nursing homes 
and the Soldiers’ Home in Holyoke. 

“So far, all the band members have enjoyed play¬ 
ing at all the places suggested.” Herb Holl said. “They 
have all been great!” 

As the band’s equipment manager, Holl assists 
with the rehearsals, taping performances, making 
sure the microphones work properly, planning the 
seating arrangements and setting up the stands for 
the instruments.

Our Prayer & God’s Power 

Pray for one another, that you may be healed. The effective, fervent 
prayer of a righteous man avails much. - James 5:16 


When we pray for others, we become partners with God in His work of 
salvation, healing, comfort, and justice. God can accomplish those things 
without us, but in His plan He gives us the privilege of being involved 
with Him through prayer. 

When we intercede for a grandson in trouble, a mother having surgery, a 
neighbor who needs Christ, or a pastor who needs strength, we are asking 
God to provide for that person what we can’t provide. We are acting as go- 
betweens, asking God to direct His power in a specific direction. 

In his classic book titled Prayer. Olan Hallesby described how it works: 
'This power is so rich and so mobile that all we have to do when we pray 
is point to the person or thing to which we desire to have [God's] power 
applied, and He, the Lord of this power, will direct the necessary power to 
the desired place." 

This assumes, of course, that we are praying "according to [God's] will" (1 
John 5:14). Prayer is not a magic wand for satisfying our own wishes, but 
it’s an opportunity to work with the Lord in accomplishing His purposes. 

James told us that "the effective, fervent prayer of a righteous man avails 
much" (James 5:16). So let's humbly and earnestly pray for one another. —

The most powerful position on earth is kneeling before the Lord of the 

universe. 
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In what do we trust? 


One of Jesus Christ's favorite methods of preach¬ 
ing or teaching was to employ parables. Parables are 
simple stories about seemingly simple things, but 
behind which lay profound truths. For example, Jesus 
once spoke about a path in a wheat field, which 
became immortalized as The Parable of the Sower. 

Recently. I had the occasion to join my son with his 
youth group on an overnight visit to the USS 
Massachusetts. It is a World War ll-era battleship 
which now serves as a museum. That visit prompted 
some reflections, or a parable, about where we derive 
our sense of security from. 

The USS Massachusetts is over 600 feet long, and 
its bottom is 100 feet wide. During its years of service 
during World War II, it was a home away from home 
for 2,300 sailors. Visitors to the USS Massachusetts 
should not be at all surprised if they become lost as 
they tour the ship, which has numerous rooms, nooks, 
and crannies on its four decks below the main deck. 
As well, visitors will notice that the USS 
Massachusetts doesn’t budge in response to the wind 
and waves in the harbor at Falls River, like most of the 
other watercraft do. 

If there was a place where a person could feel 
secure, the USS Massachusetts qualifies for consid¬ 
eration. Simply put, it is huge and seemingly impene¬ 
trable. Yet, when the USS Massachusetts steamed 
into port during the Battle of Casablanca and fired 
upon an enemy ship of similar size and proportion, the 
other ship sank almost immediately. It is hard to imag¬ 
ine how that could have happened, except that we 
know that other unsinkable ships (the Titanic being 
among the most famous) have similarly disappointed 
their fans. 

Psalm 146 sagely warns us. Do not put your trust 
in princes, in mortal men, who cannot save. When 
their spirit departs, they return to the ground; on 
that very day their plans come to nothing. Blessed 
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is he whose help is the God of Jacob, whose hope 
is in the Lord his God, the Maker of heaven and 
earth, the sea, and everything in them - the Lord, 
who remains faithful forever. 

In what, or in whom, do we put our trust? For most 
of us, that’s a simple question to which belongs a not- 
so-simple answer. The fact is that most of us trust in 
different things at different times, usually depending 
upon the circumstances. 

Most of us feel secure when we’re standing on 
solid ground, or something that feels like it is solid 
(like a multi-ton, 600-foot-long ship). We use the 
phrase “rock solid” to describe something in which we 
place our trust, but sometimes such "rock solid” struc¬ 
tures - like the ships which weren’t supposed to sink, 
but did anyway - turn out to be not so dependable 
after all. Anybody who has sat or stood through an 
earthquake usually develops a new perspective about 
personal security. 

For others, money is what is ultimately trusted. 
Even if we don’t have much money, we still may tend 
to trust in money anyway. A simple test any of us can 
do at home is to ask ourselves, “Would ! feel better, or 
more secure, if I had more money?” If the answer is 
yes. than we are putting our trust in money. However, 
even money can let us down. Somehow or other, it will 
usually do so at precisely the wrong time. 

Long before the recent bear market showed us all 
the folly of putting our trust in money, the Holy Spirit 
was warning us not to do that. Command those who 
are rich in this present world not to be arrogant 
nor to put their hope in wealth, which is so uncer¬ 
tain, but to put their hope in God, who richly pro¬ 
vides us with everything for our enjoyment. 
Command them to do good, to be rich in good 
deeds, and to be generous and willing to share. In 
this way they will lay up treasure for themselves 
as a firm foundation for the coming age, so that 
they may take hold of the life that is truly life. 

The Bible indicates that trusting God is not only a 
spiritual activity, but that it is a rational act as well. It 
says we have been given a sound mind. When we 
think about what, in whom, we should put our trust, we 
come to the realization that it Is only the Maker of 
heaven and earth, the sea, and everything in them, 
the Lord, who remains faithful forever, who is trust¬ 
worthy enough to warrant our trust. He, and He 
alone, will never let us down, regardless of the cir¬ 
cumstances.

This case involved a broadside collision between 
the plaintiff’s van and a utility truck that was attempt¬ 
ing to exit a driveway. Both the plantiff and an inde¬ 
pendent witness claimed that the utility truck pulled 
directly into the plaintiff’s path, giving him little or no 
time to react. 

The defendant driver admitted to pulling out in an 
effort to stop traffic so he could complete a left-hand 
turn. It was the defendant driver’s position that the 
plaintiff had more than adequate time to stop, but did¬ 
n't. The defendant driver believed that “possibly the 
sun was in the plaintiff's eyes." 

The Police Department, on its own initiative, con¬ 
ducted an accident reconstruction, and determined 
that the accident was caused by the plaintiff. The 
police agreed with the defendant that the sun played 
a part in the collision, and that the plaintiff had ade¬ 
quate time to stop, but failed to do so. 

Unable to agree on liability the case was put into 
suit. 

As a result of the impact, the plaintiff sustained an 
injury to his right ankle. Emergency room x-rays 
revealed a fracture of his right malleolus. Because of 
significant swelling, the attending physicians agreed 
to postpone casting for one week. 

Ultimately, the plaintiff was placed in a long leg

cast, which reportedly caused him pain in his right 
ankle. Repeat x-rays showed a small, detached bone 
fragment near the right malleolus. The plaintiff agreed 
to undergo surgery to remove the fragment and was 
in a cast for four weeks. 

In total, the plaintiff incurred medical expenses 
totalling $18,000.00. After full discovery and a failed 
mediation, the case was ultimately settled for 
$215,000.00.

October is “National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month” 

Answers for women's frequently asked questions 


Breast cancer is the most commonly diagnosed 
type of cancer among women in the United States, 
with 192,200 new cases expected nationwide in 2001. 
During October - “National Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month" - the American Cancer Society continues to 
educate women, providing a multitude of information 
through a variety of breast cancer-specific programs 
and services. 

A woman’s best strategy for preventing breast can¬ 
cer is to reduce her known risk factors whenever pos¬ 
sible; by increasing physical activity; .educing alcohol 
intake; not smoking; and avoiding obesity. Besides 
being female, age is a woman's single most important 
risk factor for developing breast cancer. 

Additional risk factors include a personal or family 
history of breast cancer; a long menstrual history 
(menstrual periods that started early or ended late in 
life); not having children or having a first child after 
age 30; and consuming two or more alcoholic drinks 
daily. 

Although there is no definite way to prevent breast 
cancer at this time, early detection greatly improves a 
woman’s treatment options, her chances for success¬ 
ful treatment, and the possibility for survival. The 
American Cancer Society recommends the following 
approach to early detection to find the disease in its 
earliest, most curable stages: 

Mammography: Mammography Is the single most 
effective method of early detection. Annual mammog¬ 
raphy screenings are recommended for all women 
over 40, even if they have no symptoms and no indi¬ 
cations of increased risk. The large declines in breast 
cancer mortality have been attributed, in part, to the 
use of regular mammograms. 

Clinical breast exam; A physical exam of the breast 
by a health professional is recommended every three 
years for women ages 20 to 39, and every year for 
women over 40. 

Breast self-exam: Monthly self-examination is rec¬ 
ommended for women 20 and older as a routine good 
health habit. 

Women can call the American Cancer Society’s 1- 
800-ACS-2345 line - which responded to 68,843 New

Question: Recently, our 12 year-old daughter was 
told at school that she had scoliosis. I notice that her 
shoulders are not level, and one shoulderblade sticks 
out further. Could you explain this condition, and 
could chiropractic help her? 

Answer: The term “scoliosis” means curvature of 
the spine. Some types of scoliosis have known caus¬ 
es, such as scoliosis secondary to the muscular 
weakness of polio, different types of nerve degenera¬ 
tion, and birth defects. Another very common type is 
called idiopathic scoliosis. 

The term “idiopathic” means "of unknown origin.” 
When idiopathic scoliosis was named, the origin was 
unknown. Today, experts in the area of spinal biome¬ 
chanics have shown its cause to often be an imbal¬ 
ance of the muscular support to the spine from imbal¬ 
anced nerve function. 

The key to correcting the condition is to find the 
problem early, before irreversible changes take place. 
It is difficult to obtain correction when the scioiosis 
has progressed far enough for bone adaption to take 
place. Scoliosis usually develops in the pre-teen or 
early teen years, when the body is growing rapidly. 

The rapid growth and increasing curvature of the 
spine cause the vertebrae to grow in a wedge shape, 
instead of square and level. The rib cage adapts to 
the bend and twist of the spine. When the bones for 
in this position, it is almost impossible to obtain cor¬ 
rection. Treatment at this advanced stage can retard 
or halt the progress of the scoliosis, but complete cor¬ 
rection is not obtainable. The obvious answer to the 
problem is to find the imbalance when it first devel¬ 
ops, thus preventing the abnormal bone formation. 

Parents may be unaware of the early signs of 
developing scoliosis, and the condition has to be rel¬ 
atively advanced before it is recognized. There are 
many signs of developing scoliosis that parents can 
look for. 

Observe your child’s general structural balance. 
The pelvis, shoulders, and head should be level. The 
shoulderblades should be balanced and of equal dis¬ 
tance from the spine. Look for an equal balance of the 
muscles on both sides of the spine. 

Adam’s position Is a orthopedic test to help visual¬ 
ize rotation of the spine and trunk. Have your child 
stand facing away from you. Have them bend forward 
at the waist, as if to touch the toes with straight legs. 
As he bends forward, observe that the head, shoul¬ 
ders, trunk, and pelvis stay balanced all the way 
down. 

These are some important things that may allow 
you to detect a scoliosis at its beginning so that 
appropriate treatment can be rendered.

Abdominal exercises & eating right 

The following are highlights from some recent 
research studies, as related in the September issue of 
“Dynamic Chiropractic." 

I found the first one about abdominal exercises to 
be especially interesting. Oftentimes, 1 am asked 
about the effectiveness of certain exercise machines 
to strengthen the abdominal region. 

The researchers of this particular study tested 13 
popular styles of abdominal exercise equipment for 
effectiveness. The best performer requires no equip¬ 
ment - the good ole “bicycle maneuver." The person 
lies on their back with the lower back pressed against 
the floor, raises the knees, and pedals as though rid¬ 
ing a bicycle. This produced 250 percent more mus¬ 
cle activity than traditional crunch-style sit-ups. So, 
hold off on investing in that fancy abdominal machine; 
lay on the floor and start pedaling! 

Another study found even mild, gentle strolls that 
total about one hour per week cut the risk of coronary 
heart disease in half in sedentary people. However, 
more exercise produces better results with federal 
guidelines recommending at least three hours of brisk 
walking per week. But even a gentle evening stroll 
can decrease the risk of heart disease. So, if you think 
that evening stroll is not worth it, think again! 

A study on osteoporosis and the elderly found a 
high protein intake may help prevent osteoporosis. 

A study concluded that higher blood levels of vita¬ 
min C decreased mortality from heart disease by 
approximately 20 percent. The vitamin C levels in the 
research subjects were the result of consuming fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Researchers suggest as little 
as one extra serving each day can have a significant 
impact on disease prevention. 

A new study from Denmark reinforces the fact that 
weight gain increases the risk of adult-onset diabetes. 

A five to 10 percent decrease in body weight can sig¬ 
nificantly reduce a person's risk of diabetes. Statistics 
suggest that more than 90 percent of adult-onset dia¬ 
betes patients are overweight. 

The bottom line in all these repeating studies is to 
eat right and exercise for optimum health!

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Tragedy hits America: 
A tribute to heroes... 


September 11, 2001 is a day none of us will ever 
forget. On that fateful day, we saw a nation rise as one 
against a common and evil enemy. This week, while 
suggesting historic films that demonstrate the 
strength of our nation's citizens in times of crisis, I 
divert my focus to the positive side of this historic 
catastrophe and honor all of the rescuers at “Ground 
Zero" and the Pentagon, as well as the countless 
celebrities who rallied to support these true heroes’ 
cause; proving that our buildings may crumble, but the 
resolve of our country never will. God Bless America! 

1991. Rated R. 

One of the most infamous tragedies to hit our soil 
was the assassination of President John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy. Oscar-winner Oliver Stone directs an all- 
star cast in this tale about a supposed conspiracy 
regarding Kennedy’s death. 

Kevin Costner stars as D.A. Jim Garrison, who 
becomes obsesssed with uncovering the truth. Also 
appearing in the film are Sissy Spacek, Kevin Bacon, 
Tommy Lee Jones, Gary Oldman, Michael Rooker, 
Joe Pesci, Donald Sutherland, John Candy, Sally 
Kirkland, Walter Matthau, Ed Asner, and Jack 
Lemmon. 

The film works well mainly due to the intrigue it cre¬ 
ates. Stone cleverly mixes black-and-white and color 
photography to not only purposely date the film, but 
also to illustrate the reality of the subject matter. 

In terms of acting, each and every person involved 
delivers fine performances that do not seem to pres¬ 
ent the slightest of imperfections. I suspect this is 
mainly due to the personal involvement that each 
actor feels in regards to this horrific event in American 
history. 

Oscars were distributed for Best Cinematography 
and Best Editing, and these also prove to be well- 
deserved. There is a director’s cut of this film that is 
also available (where Stone adds 17 minutes of 
addtional footage). Whichever version you pick, you 
are sure to be totally enthralled with this one either 
again or for the first time. 4 STARS. 

* “Apollo 13”: 1995. Rated PG. 

Undeniably another horrific event in American his¬ 
tory that shocked and united our people was the crisis 
of the marooned Apollo 13 shuttle in April of 1970. 
Director Ron Howard recreated the crisis with actors 
Tom Hanks, Bill Paxton, and Ed Harris. 

The film is based upon astronaut James Lovell’s 
memoirs “Lost Moon" and, consequently, creates 
unbelievable tension and realism that otherwise may 
have been absent from this chronicle. Hanks stars as 
James Lovell, with Harris as Gene Kranz and Paxton 
as Fred Haise. Although all performances are sincere 
and believable, it is Harris who shines with a stellar 
performance. Kevin Bacon (who seems to be in every 
movie ever made) also appears with co-star Kathleen 
Quinlan. 

The production value of the film was outstanding, 
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also. The era of the early 1970’s was captured impec¬ 
cably. Howard did an especially good job performing 
a balancing act of sorts between high drama and 
depicting the severity of the situation. The viewer is 
forced to feel the helplessness of Mission Control as 
they struggle to return the three astronauts to Earth 
safely. Also worth noting is the use of the broken radio 
transmissions between the Earth and the shuttle as 
in-story reminders of the intense emotional toll the cri¬ 
sis takes on the stranded astronauts’ loved ones. 

A final accomplishment of the film is that it served 
as a reminder that in times of crisis, America’s heroes 
emerge. Harris’ character of Kranz said it best when 
he called their eventual rescue “NASA’s finest hour." 4 
STARS. 

* ‘Titanic”: 1997. Rated PG-13. 

Yet another catastrophe from the archives of 
American history took place on April 14, 1912, when 
the “Titanic” sank. Director James Cameron’s inter¬ 
pretation of the disaster was one of the biggest films 
in history, although many claim it was grossly overrat¬ 
ed. This reviewer, unfortunately, is inclined to agree 
with that opinion. 

Leonardo DiCaprio and Kate Winslet star as lovers 
Jack Dawson and Rose DeWitt Bukater, whose lives 
are abruptly altered when the tragedy occurs. The 
problem with the film is the ridiculous inclusion of a 
completely fictional and bogus love story in a film that 
many thought would focus on ...well... the Titanic. So, 
immediately the title of this picture deceives, in terms 
of the box office gross totals the film enjoyed, keep in 
mind this is most certainly not because of a perfect 
story, but (instead) because of an enormous number 
of teenaged girls who rushed to the theater for repeat¬ 
ed viewings of their hearthrob, DiCaprio, as well as 
those who wanted to see the visual effects that proved 
to be so obviously computer-generated. Rest assured 
that if DiCaprlo’s Dawson happened to be portrayed 
by another, less attractive actor, the box office take 
surely would not have been as immense. 

On a high note, the story does eventually deliver 
what it should have from the start; the story about the 
actual ship’s crew and the circumstances leading up 
to the accident. Once this point In the film is reached, 
the tone of the picture readjusts itself to the appropri¬ 
ate subject matter and then truly enthralls. 

Despite the fact that the film received a ludicrous 
11 Academy Awards, this reviewer is hard-pressed to 
find half of those awards that were legitmately 
deserved, instead of the Academy obviously judging 
the film based solely upon the money it made and its 
superficial, fad-like popularity. 

The film is not a total bomb, and Cameron is no 
doubt competent at the director’s helm. There are 
moments of great photographic techniques and legiti¬ 
mate drama which do make the film worth seeing. If 
you can look beyond the very contrived and outright 
corny love story, and see an actor in DiCaprio instead 
of a teen magazine pin-up poster, you will enjoy this 
film. If you are looking for a genuine chronicle of the 
sinking of the “Titanic,” however, this mistitled fiim will 
sink faster than the ship did. 2 STARS.

Construction update at the Agawam 
High School library

One of the best features, as a result of the current 
Agawam High School library construction (which is 
scheduled to be complete in November), is that the 
library will be open before school, starting at 7:00 
a.m., and stay open until 3:00 p.m. (school gets out at 
about 1:40 p.m.), according to Agawam High School’s 
Library Media Specialist Elaine Mokrzycki. 

“During before and after school times, students do 
not need passes, so they can take advantage of an 
excellent study, research, and reading space," Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said. "I’ve modified the passes to allow for 
greater accessibility and ease for the teachers to get 
our students to the resources they need." 

Library staff members and student volunteer work¬ 
ers will also be available to help students to check out 
materials and assist with information searches. 

Prior to the start of the new school year, Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said she spent one to three hours every 
Tuesday working with new Principal Linda Prystupa, 
as well as attending construction and architect meet¬ 
ings. 

Mrs. Mokrzycki said they attended these meetings 
“to follow the progress and to watch their educational 
plans evolve.” 

As for technology in the AHS library, Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said, “I plan to have a desktop webpage 
format to help students navigate to their choices more 
easily. My job is to integrate information from the 
classroom subject through access to traditional 
resources (example; books) and technology-delivered 
bases from remote servers (on the computer)." 

Currently, Mrs. Mokrzycki said she and the library 
staff are cataloging books that have been in stock 
since last year; assessing the books in preparation for 
a productive financial year; and adding new books 
into the library. 

"I take those responsibilities very seriously,” Mrs. 
Mokrzycki said. "I’ve been in touch with our teachers 
on an informal basis in order to keep communication 
open.” 

During the construction period, she plans to 
demonstrate PowerPoint presentations that suggest 
how to work with different strategies, so that the edu¬ 
cational process continues in the library. 

"i am grateful to the staff of the Agawam Public 
Library for their great willingness to form a partnership 
with the school at what is also a very busy time for 
them," said Mrs. Mokrzycki. “We’ve accomplished a 
great deal behind-the-scenes that is actually what 
happens in a school library even when you’re open 
and teaching classes, other than the course of the 
construction.” 


The library also has plans to have 50 computers in 
the new and larger facility, with large computer rooms 
with full-class seating, one small reference area, as 
well as partial-class seating areas. 

“The floor space (in the library) Is increasing from 
approximately 4,300 square feet to approximately 
8,160-plus square feet (once the construction is com¬ 
plete in November)," Mrs. Mokrzycki said. She added, 
“I’m sure the community will be delighted when they 
see what their children are receiving from them." 

According to the Agawam High School Library 
Addition Interim Progress Report, the initial estimated 
total cost of construction to the AHS library was 
approximately $722,000, and the actual cost will be 
approximately $730,000 when the construction is 
complete in November.

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The son really made no overt responses, although 
I did notice he fidgeted in his chair. Therefore, I point- I 
ediy asked him how he felt. From his response, I 
could tell that it was hard for him to voice his feelings. 
Instead, he would resort to slamming doors to release 
his frustrations. 

I talked about communications ... how both must 
speak, both must talk to each other to let each other 
know how each feels. Only in this way can problems 
be examined and hopefully resolved. By avoiding 
each other, they were allowing frustrations and anger 
to build and enabling a bigger gulf to exist between 
them. 

Finally, I asked dad if he ever praised his son. 'Do 
you ever tell him he's doing a good job, or do you just 
speak to him when you wish to find fault? You 
guessed it; talking only took place in order to scold. 
Next, I questioned whether each ever hugged the 
other. Of course, they shook their heads - “No." 

Then I talked to them about eating and asked them 
what would happen if they did not drink or eat. The 
son looked at me as if I were crazy, but replied, “We 
would starve.” "Yes," I immediately responded. “You 
would starve and you know what, that’s exactly what 
is happening to both of you now. You are both starv¬ 
ing because you are receiving no positive nourish¬ 
ment." Well, there was silence and each turned to 
look at each other. As they did so, I suggested that we 
write down what each would want changed. 

After we worked through my proposal, and the 
father and son were getting up, I stopped them. 
Looking at them both, I said, “Hey, you two, let me see 
you each give one another a hug." There was a slight 
hesitation, a slight feeling of awkwardness: then dad 
slowly reached out to his son and enveloped him in 
his arms. They hugged for a brief moment; it was so 
good to witness that. 

Hopefully, this positive nourishment will continue, 
so that dad and son will be able to reap a harvest of 
understanding, communication, and love.

Heather Crescentini. a resident of Feeding Hills, 
was among the 170 students in Providence Colleges 
class of 2005 who spent their first days in Providence 
participating in the Colleges 11th annual Urban 
Action program. 

The freshmen and 25 upperclassmen leaders vol¬ 
unteered over 4,000 hours of community service at 
two project sites important to Providence residents. 

More than 100 Providence College freshmen 
worked at community garden sites sponsored by the 
South Side Community Land Trust in Providence.

Brownie girls ’ soccer team extends 
unbeaten streak to six games 


AHS settles for 
1-1 tie over in 
West Springfield

As of last Monday evening, the Agawam High girls 
soccer team had gone six straight games without a 
loss. The latest addition to the string was a 1-1 tie at 
West Springfield. 

While this was an inter-division battle (Agawam is 
in the Kurtv-Fielding, and West Side resides in the 
Coombs), when Agawam plays any team from across 
the river, it is always a battle. 

This was one Agawam should have won, save for 
a mental lapse on defense late in the game. Agawam 
went to 4-2-2. West Springfield increased to 1-2-5. It 
was the second straight game where the Brownies 
outplayed their opponent but failed to cash in. 

Amanda Janik, the leading scorer in the Division 
(eight goals, eight assists), started things off with a 
nice display of dribbling up the right wing and a shot 
from 20 yards out, which was grabbed by Terrier 
keeper Jackie Thibault. 

Senior midfielder Jenna Shea, frosh midfielder 
Elise Davllli, and junior center-forward Katiiin Sardella 
were passing well in the West Side zone, and for the 
first three minutes it was all Agawam. 

West Springfield finally penetrated with 4:26 off the 
clock. But the Brownie defenders - led by senior full¬ 
back Desiree Marsili and junior sweeper Danielle 
Ciri»o (who had a strong game) - smoothly marked 
the fonA'ards off the bail. 

Agawam was playing good heads-up, methodical 
soccer with nine minutes gone. Sardella booted away 
a West Side right-corner kick. Janik had a semi-break 
with 10:15 off the clock, but she got marked off. 

West Side came back with a heads-up display of 
head ball in the Brownie zone. It looked good, but that 
was about all. 

Then it was the Brownies' turn, and they showed 
some real offense. Janik had the ball on the right side¬ 
line in the Terriers’ zone. She dribbled around and 
spotted senior midfielder Jess Newalu off to her left. 
Janik passed It to the senior midfielder and broke fur¬ 
ther down the sideline, where Newalu passed the ball 
back to her.

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hatched a left-wing attack from deep in the AHS zone 
with 7:00 left on the clock, but the Terriers’ defense - 
led by a very fine stopper in Katie O’Brien - stepped 
up and stopped it. 

Agawam had another chance with 1:45 left on a 
right-corner kick.

Kelly Cassidy is an important first-year member of 
the Brownie girls' cross country team and a key figure 
in the AHS girls' indoor and outdoor track. 

Recently, the multi-talented senior athlete took 
some time to talk about her days at AHS. 

Kelly is 17 years-old. Her birthday is February 1st. 
She has spent all four years of her secondary edu¬ 
cation at the High School. 

Currently, Kelly is taking child development, honors 
chemistry, physics, integrated math, English 12, soci¬ 
ology and physical education. 

Her favorite course at AHS was physics. 

Dean Vecchiarelli (chemistry) is her top teacher. 
Right now, she has her eye on UMass-Lowell and 
will pay them a visit later this year. But her plans for 
higher education are not written in stone right now, 
according to Kelly. 

In track, she competes in the 300 -meter hurdles, 
100 -meter hurdles, the triple jump, and the long jump 
(outdoor), and probably the long jump, high jump, and 
the 55 hurdles indoor.

She sees the cross country season as a success 
so far “We’re 3-1. it's fun because we’re all pretty 
close and have a chance to finish high in Western 
Mass.”

Visualization... 

Jack Nicklaus has said that he never allows himself 
to hit a shot before forming a very clear mental picture 
of what he is attempting. This process, which we call 
visualization, is common to all good players, but is 
seldom used by the average golfer. 

To stand a good chance of success, a golf shot has 
to be carefully planned before being executed. Try 
standing over your shot and picture the ball sitting on 
the green where you would like it to finish, and then 
imagine Its flight path from the center of your clubface 
to the target. 

Once you have this image strongly in place, simply 
move into your pre-shot routine and swing. 

You will find that this organized approach to your 
shots will be far more beneficial than a haphazard ‘hit 
and hope’ routine.
